The Court of Appeal in Living Word Distributors v Human Rights Action Group 
(Wellington) has stated that the words "matters such as sex" in s3(1) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classifications Act, 1993 must relate to activity rather than to 
expressions of opinion or attitude. This publication does not "describe, depict, express 
or otherwise deal with matters of sex" and therefore cannot be further considered. 

As the publication does not contain any of the matters contained in s3(1) of the FVPC 
Act, it cannot receive any classification other than unrestricted. 
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
